McCann,  Inc.,  1940,  $1.75). 

There  is  no  fixed  formula  by  which  the  merit  of  any  numismatic 
book  can  be  measured.  However,  a book  on  occasion  is  brought  out, 
which,  for  conciseness  and  appeal  to  the  layman,  may  well  serve  as 
a pattern  for  numismatic  writers.  We  are  happy  to  accord  this 
honor  - in  our  first  review  - to  "Our  American  Money.” 

The  historical  background  of  our  currency  from  the  native  In- 
dian wampum,  or  shell  money,  the  Colonial  paper  money  and  coins, 
and  the  development  of  the  currency  system  up  to  the  present  day, 
as  the  author  so  aptly  brings  out  ".  . . is  interesting  in  itself  as  a 
part  of  our  national  history  ...” 

Within  the  space  of  some  one  hundred  and  fifty  pages,  the  author 
has  covered  clearly  and  interestingly  such  phases  as  the  private 
gold  coinage,  fractional  currency.  Civil  War  tokens,  encased  postage 
stamp  currency.  Confederate  paper  money,  the  commemorative 
series  and  the  general  coinage. 

Singularly  valuable,  but  much  too  brief,  is  the  account  of  the 
making  of  paper  money  and  coins,  the  function  of  the  Secret  Service 
and  the  excellent  chapter  on  Composition  and  Designs.
